that prices have tumbled 9 cents in 
the past week, and that Mr. Patten 
himself has sought rest in the fast­ 
nesses of a New Mexico ranch. 
W hether he has eliminated himself 
from the so-called “deal,” and, if so, 
whether he came out with profit or 
loss, are questions which can be an­ 
swered only by Mr. Patten himself. 
Those who read the dispatches from 
Colorado anent the discouraging re­ 
ception met by a reporter who tried 
to interview the big speculator at 
Trinidad between trains, expressed 
the opinion that this answer seemed 
unlikely to he forthcoming. 
The session of the board of trade 
was sensational. 
Bulls had expected 
that after the 6-cent decline of the 
two previous sessions, a recovery 
would ensue. 
Taking the Patten view 
of a big crop shortage as correct and 
wheat intrinsically worth all that has 
been paid for it, in a purely specula­ 
tive way the reaction was due. 
But the first quotations were a 
startling disappointment to the hulls. 
From nearly every point came reports 
of normal, or even better, crop pros­ 
pects. 
Liverpool prices were down 
and the shipments from Argentina, 
Australia and other foreign countries- 
were said to be greater than usual at 
this time of the year.

While Mr. Patten, quoted as saying 
he was fleeing from reporters, was 
making for the ranch of his friend and 
partner. W. H. Bartlett, just over the 
Colorado line in New Mexico, dejec­ 
tion was pictured on the face of many 
a small speculator haunting the ticker 
in various brokerage houses. 
Many a fortune has been wiped out 
by the decline this week, and many 
a man who had a handsome profit on 
paper, but still hung en for more, now 
confronts a deficit. There are many 
such.

of

congressional 
districts 
will be 
followed. 
Super­ 
visors 
will be 
paid 
a salary 
of 
$1.500 per year and in addition will re­ 
ceive $1 
for every thousand people 
enumerated which will bring the pay 
of the parties with a political pull 
strong enough to land the job up to be­ 
tween $2,000 and $3,000, and in dis­ 
tricts where larger cities are located 
the amount will be greater. 
The enum­ 
erators will be paid per capita, except 
in sparcely settled districts where they 
will be paid by the day. 
The appoint­ 
ing of the supervisors is made by the 
president and confirmed by the senate, 
but the actual naming is left to the 
congressmen and senators and is con­ 
sidered part of their patronage, and 
the enumerators are appointed by the 
supervisors. 
A fter their appointment, 
which is to bs made as soon as the bill 
is passed, the supervisors for this state 
will assemble either in St. 
Paul or 
Minneapolis where the director of the 
census w ill commence their education 
in order th at they may be fully equipped 
to perform the duties required 
of

The ease and abundance in which I 
clover grows in this section of the state j 
is the strongest indorsement of i ts ; 
agriculture. Whenever clover may be 
grown, farming may be conducted suc­ 
cessfully. 
Clover is not only one of the most 
valuable feeds for all kinds of stock, 
but it enriches the soil where it is 
grown. 
Clover is grown in every rotation and 
on every field on the Experiment Farm 
a t least every fourth year.

soil, moisture, etc. 
Use medium red clover for the up- j 
land hay crop, mammoth for plowing . 
under (recommended only for sandy I 
soil,) and alsike for low land that is in j 
danger of standing w ater and where it 
is left in meadow more than two years. ' 
Clover hay is a valuable feed for dairy j 
cows, but requires considerable care in 
curing to retain all its quality. 
It 
should be cut early, rather than too 
late, and put up green rather than over j 
dried or rained upon. 
Best results are 
secured when cut in full bloom. . Our 
system in haying is to cut one day, 
and get in the mow the next. The hay 
may be sufficiently cured in this time 
when the weather is favorable. A hay 
tender is very necessary in curing 
clover hay, that yields from 2 to 3J 
tons per acre. 
Hay th at is cut one 
forenoon is tended the next morning as 
soon as dew is off, and again just be­ 
fore dinner. The rake is started in the 
afternoon, and the hay hauled in *at 
once. One ton of clover hay cured in 
this way is worth two tons of hay that 
has been rained on and weather beaten, 
especially in the production of milk. 
Grow clover. 
Feed it on the farm. 
It has a double value, and for this sec­ 
tion it replaces “ corn as king.”
